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Art and Archaeology 

At the Washington Meeting, December 31, 1912, the Council of the Archae- 
ological Institute authorized the officers to transform the BULLETIN into a 
non-technical illustrated monthly magazine as rapidly as was consistent with 
financial stability and the maintenance of high editorial and artistic standards. 
The name adopted by the Council at Montreal, January 3, 1914, is ART 
AND ARCHAEOLOGY. 

The first (JULY) number appeared in June and the succeeding numbers 
followed every other month during 1914. Owing to the uncertain financial 
conditions incident to the European War, the Council at the Annual Meet- 
ing in Philadelphia, December 29, 1914, voted that ART AND ARCHAE- 
OLOGY continue to be pubUshed every other month until the Executive 
Committee should otherwise authorize. As soon as circumstances justify, 
the Executive Committee will be asked to authorize its appearance as a 
monthly magazine, in accordance with the original resolution of the Council. 

The purpose of ART AND ARCHAEOLOGY is to give people in an inter- 
esting and attractive way the information they wish to have in the wide realm 
embraced by its name. This information is imparted by interesting reading 
matter prepared by men and women who are masters in their several fields 
and by beautiful pictures produced by approved modern processes. Human 
interest, timeliness, and literary merit are the tests applied in the selection of 
articles, and artistic quality and appropriateness are the standards in the selec- 
tion of illustrations. 

The contributed articles are of varied interest, embracing the fields of 
Oriental, Greek, Roman, Christian Renaissance, and American archaeology 
and art. Full page illustrations are made an attractive feature. Notes from 
the various fields and brief paragraphs concerning archaeological discoveries, 
new books, and other items of current interest are worthy of mention.

AMERICAN SCHOOL AT ATHENS 

The American School of Classical Studies at Athens was founded by the 
Archaeological Institute of America in 1881. In 1886 it was organized as a cor- 
poration under the laws of the State of Massachusetts. It is in great measure 
supported by the cooperation of leading American Universities and Colleges. No 
charge for tuition is made to graduates of the supporting institutions. Two Fellow- 
ships, with a stipend of $800 each, are awarded on examination; the examina- 
tions in 1916 (for the Fellowships of 1916-1917) will be held on March 9-11. The 
library of the School contains more than 4000 carefully selected volumes. 

The Director of the School is Mr. B. H. Hill. In 1915-1916 Professor Charles 
FoRSTEB Smith of the University of Wisconsin will hold the annual professorship.

AMERICAN SCHOOL IN JERUSALEM 

The American School of Oriental Research in Jerusalem was founded 
in 1900, and is affiliated with the Archaeological Institute of America. It is sup- 
ported by a number of American Universities and Theological Seminaries and by 
private subscriptions. The School offers to properly qualified persons excellent 
opportunities for the study of the geography, archaeology, and history of Syria, and 
of the Semitic languages. No charge for tuition is made to graduates of the sup- 
porting institutions; other students are required to pay a fee of $25 per annum. 
A Fellowship, with a stipend of $800, is awarded annually on examination. The 
Director of the School for 1914-1915 is Professor James A. Montgomery, of the 
Protestant Episcopal Divinity School, Philadelphia. The Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Fellowships is Professor Charles C. Torrey, Yale University, New 
Haven, Conn.

SCHOOL OF AMERICAN ARCHAEOLOGY 

The School of American Archaeology was founded by the Archaeological 
Institute of America in 1907, to conduct the researches of the Institute in the 
American field, direct the expeditions of the branch Societies, and afford oppor- 
tunities for field work and training to students of archaeology and ethnology. 
Expeditions for the excavation of ancient American ruins are sent out from time to 
time. Students of archaeology and ethnology will be admitted to expeditions on 
satisfying the Director as to qualifications for the work proposed. Terms of ad- 
mission will be furnished on application. 

The Central American Fellowship with a stipend of $600 is awarded annually. 
Other Fellowships are to be established as soon as funds are secured for their 
maintenance. The School co6perates in research with the Bureau of American 
Ethnology and with universities and scientific organizations, both home and for- 
eign. Correspondence is invited with reference to such collaboration in either 
field or archive work in American subjects.
